J. A. C. Ethier, Liberal, has been elect- 
ed in Two Mountains by acclamation by reason of ir- 
regularity of the nomination papers of his National- 
ist-Conservative opponent, Andre Fauteux. 

J. G, Foley, clerk of the crown in chancery, receiv- 
ed the official return this morning. Faiteux’s nomi- 
nation, it appears, was made only in part, official 
papers and-certain declarations were not made out as

The third Liberal candidate elected by acclama- 
tion is W. M. German, of Welland, who, while opposed 
to reciprocity, has promised-to support the agreement 
in parliament if the people of Canada give a mandate 
for his so doing by returning the Laurier Government 
to power.

SOME RULES OF 
CANADIAN RUGBY

Now that the noblest game of them 
all—Canadian rugby—is in the air, it 
would do no harm to run over a few 
of the rules of the game and the need- 
ed qualities to be found in the men 
who play the game. 

The game is divided into the wings, 
the serimmage, the quarter back, the 
halves, and the full back. Roughly 
speaking, the teams are divided into 
the wings and back division, and upon 
the way that the different parts of the 
team fit into the play of each other 
depends the strength of the team, 
Weak wings will kill the work of the 
best backs that ever lived, and poor 
backs will neutralize the efforts of 
the finest wings that ever stepped on 
to the field. The wings must protect 
the backs and the backs in turn, must 
to it that their play allows the 
wings to do their share right. 

To play the game the candidate 
must possess a certain amount of 
weight, as the sport is what is called 
a “fighting game,” and the weak bro- 
ther will get all that is coming to him 
and a good deal more. The quarter 
back, the halves and the full back 
may be small men, but as a rule, the 
bigger the man, everything else being 
equal, the better. A clever |

quarter back, with qa good head and a 
lovely pair of hands, quick as a weas 
el, possessing a booster in either foot 
is, of course, preferable to the quarter 
whose only recommendation seems to 
be strength of arm. However, all be- 
ing equal, the player with the snappy 
beef is the man for the job.

the market out of line. The market 
was dull and narrow and by bearish 
pressure in the last few minutes fell 
1-4 cent, the final figures being quarter 
cent to 3-8 lower than yesterday. Chi. 
cago also closed 3.8 to 1-4 cent lower, 
while Minneapolis fell 1.4 cent to 7-8 
on the day. 

Oats were also weaker. Winnipeg 
closing 1-2 to 6.8 lower, while Chi- 
cago closed 1.4 to 12 lower.

GRAIN CROP THIS YEAR 


Immense Yield in Western Canada-- 
Harvesting Conducted Under Gen- 
erally Favorable Conditions, ,,. . 


Washington, Sept. 15—Conditions of 
the important foreign crops as fre- 
ported to the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture bureau cf statis- 
ties, were announced as fcllows:— 

In Western Canada, the greatest 
portion of 9,500,000 acres of wheat 
had been cut by early September, Har- 
vesting operations have beea conduct- 
ed under generally favorable condi- 


tions, Commercial estimates range 
between 150,000,000 and, 185,000 
bushels. 


Western and northern central Eur- 
ope suffered from an almost unprece- 
dented lack of moisture. Upon win- 


ter cereals the effects were ‘almost 
everywhere beneficial, quantitatively, 
the aggregate wheat yield of the west- 
ern and north central European coun- 
tries, omitting Russia, is known 
largely to exceed that of the preced- 
ing year, 

Rye shows some shortage in volume, 
Oats are heavily deficient and only a 
very moderate yield of cern is ex- 
pected, = 

In south central Europe, :he small 
cereals, although not so abundant us 
last year, have given better than aver- 
age quantities, The corn crop prom- 
ises well, 

In Russia the yield in both wheat 
and rye probably will be much smal- 
ler than in either of the past two 
years, Ne trustworthy estimate of 
the exact extent of the deficiency, 
however, can be had until the publi- 
cation of the official figures, The 
wheat. shortage is attributed chiefly 
to a disastrous crop failure in south- 
eastern Russia and western Siberia 
Confirmation of the calamity is said 
in a report that the Russian govern- 
ment has bought large quantities of 
rye and wheat for the -ellef of the un- 
fortunate districts, Barley promises 
a good crop and of corn a bountiful 
vield is assured, ' 

In the southern hemisphere the 
growing crops are entering upon the 
first month of transequatorial spring. 
In Argentina recent general rains 
throughout the grain beit have 
strengthened cenfidence of the out- 
come of the future harvest, The areas 
under wheat, flaxseed and oats are 
cent. and 
twelve. per cent., respectively, larger 
than last year, making a record sea- 
gon, ’ 

Given favorable conditions, a good 
wheat crop in Chili seems assured. 

Australian ‘wheat acreage i said to 
show a slight increase with prospects 
for a favorable crap, 

In British India conditions have im- 
proved, but rain 1s still lacking «n 
some districts. An official report upon 
the acreage planted in cotton in 1911- 
12 in districts which usually have 75 
per cent. of the total, estimates the 
area at 11,360,000 acres, against 12,- 
215,000 acres in the same territory 
last year,

CHINESE TROOPS WILL 
NOT: JOIN EITHER SIDE 


2,000 Troops Sent to Relief of Cheng 
Tu Remain Outside Walls of City, 
and Will Take No Part in Siege. 


Chung King, Sept. 15 —A number 
of American families from Kiating 
and elsewhere have arrived here safe- 
ly. Two thousand modern troops 


outside Cheng Tu have not yet join- 
ed the beseigers, but have moved 
from their barracks, which are out- 
side the walls, into a camp five miles 
distant. They refuse to obey the 
Viceroy or to participate in the slege. 
It is reported that the students of the 
military college have joined these 
non-combatants. The authorities 
outside fear to attempt the relief of 
Cheng Tu, lest the neutral soldiers 
Join the rebels. The beseigers are 
armed only with antique weapons, 
They demand the release of the 
ring-leaders of the Railway League 
as a condition of which they will re- 
lieve the seige of the capital. The 
rebellious agitation was begun by the 
league in protest to the government's 
programme of building the Hankow 
Sze Chuan railroad extensions with 
the aid of foreign capital. 
Ordered to Sze Chuen, 
Peking, sept. 15.—An Imperial 
edict, issued today, admits that the 
shtuation in the province of Sze Chuen 
is very dangerous and orders Tsen 
Chuen Suan to proceed thither im- 
mediately, Tsen Chuen Suan for- 
merly was viceroy of Sze Chuen and 
s Wang Tung, and has the reputation 
of being a ruthless suppressor of re- 
dellions. According to Chinese re- 
porte, two thousand troops who are 
outside Cheng Tu refuse to join either 
side.
